Olllelnl Investigation of Big River Fire 
Is SUrted-iCaplarn Greene SayS 
Directors WIU Determine Plans. 

Federal Investigation of the flro 
which destroyed three steamboats and 
two wharfboats at tho river front at 
Cincinnati on Saturday was begun 
Monday. The Department bf Steam- 
boat and Harbor Inspection of the 
federal government sent Inspectors to 
the wrecked and half burned craft for 
an appraisal and an estimate of the 
damages. 

Tho report will be submitted to the 
War Department with whatever rec- 
ommendations the office here sees fit 
to make. 

Tho fire, which started on the 
steamer Morning Star, spread to tli" 
Island Queen, to tho Chris Greene and 
then to the Tacoma. Two wharf boats 
caught fire and were destroyed. 

The hulls of the boats may be sal- 
vaged, river experts said Monday. The 
farward part of the Island Queen was 
damaged only slightly althought the 
aft was burned to the water's edge. 

Directors or the Coney Island Com- 
paiy will hold a meeting to determine 
whether two new boats will be pur- 
chased. 

Captain Gordon Greene, General

steamers Chris Greene and Tacoma 
made a minute examination of the 
wreckage of the two boats.

COMPETENT COAL COMMISSION 

The coal commission authorized by Congress and appointed by 
President Harding has organized and mapped out its plan of pro- 
cedure. Informal conferences will be first held with representatives 
of the mine owners and miners, and then the task will be begun of 
collecting all possible information concerning the industry. The ob- 
ject of the commission will be to suggest practical means "to insure 
a constant supply of this most necessary commodity at as reasonable 
prices as are consistent with fair wages and profit* to those engaged 
in the industry." 

The high character of the men selected by Mr. Harding for the 
commission's personnel is an assurance to the country that every- 
thing humanlv possible will be done to relieve the people from further 
annoyances incident to coal strikes. If the expected results follow 
from the commission's activities, it will be an achievement to the 
credit of the Republican administration that will have a direct appeal 
to every householder in the country. 

The American people, like Secretary Hughes, is too wise to be 
stirred by a flood of foreign propaganda urging us to carry on war 
in Asia. — Coston Transcript.

Indorsement of the work of the Federal board for hospitalization 
under the chairmanship of Gen. Sawyer and of the conduct of the vet- 
erans' bureau under direction of CoL Forbes by the Disabled Ameri- 
can Vet erans of the World War of the District of Columbia is to 
be listed as testimony to the efficiency with which these agencies are 
operhtinfi by witnesses who know. The disabled veterans are chiefly 
concerned in the conduct of the two agencies mentioned and are in 
position to judge them on their merits. 

This indorsement should carry weight with all fair-minded ele- 
ments of the nation. Those who know whereof they speak testify- 
that the board and the bureau are effectively serving the purposes 
for which they were created and that their operations are being con 
ducted in a manner that deserve confidence in the ability and intent 
of the directing heads to carry through the constructive programs 
now in hand. And such testimony warrants the public in sharing 
such confidence.— Washington Post 



AN IMPORTANT 



Democratic editors who draw a parallel between the Wilson 
letter, of 1918 and the Harding letter of 1922, bearing upon the Con- 
gressional elections, fail to note two important differences. Just a 
few weeks before issuing his letter. President Wilson asked that 
"politics be adjourned," and the Republicans fell in with the re- 
quest. .Then on the eve of election, Wilson issued his call for election 
of a Democratic Congress. President Harding ha* made no sugges- 
tion that politics be adjourned. Again, Wilson asked for the election 
of a Democratic Congress not on the record of that Congress but as 
an expression of confidence in him. Harding did not try to make 
himself an issue to any extent. He commended the work of Congress 
and indicated his opinion that the record of the Republican Congress 
justifies a vote of approval. This is a Congressional and not a 
Presidential campaign. Harding has observed the proprieties, which 
Wilson violated. 



To vote is the most important duty of the citizen. It is the only 
effective act by which the citizen exercises his power as an integral 
part of a self-governing people. So for as national affairs are con- 
cerned, the issue is fairly elean— whether the people of the country 
prefer to continue Republican control of Congress or wish to return 
to Democratic policies. The issues have been very thoroughly dis- 
cussed on the sunup and in the press. The Democratic regime is not 
so far away but that its record can be fairly well remembered. The 
Republicans have had only 20 months of full control of the affairs 
of the Government and have not yet had time to complete their pro- 
gram, but the record is extensive enough to enable the average voter 
to compare it with the record of the previous Democratic adminis- 
tration. The question is whether the country wants to go back to 
Democratic rule. "Be careful how you vote."
